tively filled until a few years ago. 
When he came to A. 
and

there were only 400 students there. 
Believing that a 
boy 
must have 
plenty of 
appetizing 
and whole­ 
some food in order to do his best 
college work, he immediately put 
into the practice 
the 
policy 
of 
“putting the boys* money on the 
table.” 
He gave them everything 
to eat that their fees justified. He 
su>s that when he first came to A. 
and M it cost 
about 
$15 
per 
month to feed the boys, while now 
the cost ta about twice that aum. 
He made it a custom to serve fish 
and oysters on Friday and chicken 
on Sundays. 
The army of cooks and waiters 
at A. and M. serve 
the boys ap 
proximately 550 cows every year, 
270 barrels of sugar, 2700 sacks of 
flour, and 1250 sacks of meal. 
It 
usually requires about 20 minutes 
ii meal for the boys to eat. 
When 
asked if most of the 
boys 
drink 
coffee, he answered: 
“ Yes, they 
all do. 
And we 
give 
them milk 
twice a day. 
The 
cadets 
are 
strong for both coffee and milk.” 
A. and M. boys have u vocabu­ 
lary all of their own in asking for 
food 
around 
the 
dining 
table. 
Meat is known as 
“bull’s 
neck” ;

Properly Raising The Dairy Cow 
Is Subject Of A. I. Darnell, Of Dairy 
Husbandry Department of A. &M. 


There is no problem so impor­ 
tant to the dairy fan n er aa that 
of properly raising the dairy cow. 
The profitableness of the future 
dairy herd depends to a large ex­ 
tent upon the dairym an's ability 
to raise good cows. 
There are 
certain 
im portant 
steps 
that 
are 
fundam ental in 
character which should be observ­ 
ed in raising the future dairy cow. 
They are: (I) Selection of right 
parents, or seeing th at the future 
cow is well boro. 
(2) Caring for 
the mother during 
pre-natal pe­ 
riod. (3) Caring for the calf a f­ 
ter birth, or until its first freshen­ 
ing. 
With reference to the 
second 
factor relatively 
little is 
known 
about the growth of the calf in the 
pre-natal period. 
We do 
know, 
however, that the feeding and care 
of the cow before 
calving is of 
great importance for the future 
development of the calf. 
If pos­ 
sible, the cow should 
be dry a t 
!• ast a month and preferably six 
weeks before calving. 
This allows 
her to rest and prepare herself for 
freshening and the forthcoming 
milking period,

Maximilian, archduke of Aus­ 
tria, had accepted the crown at 
the hands of French notables who 
interferred in the affairs of Mex­ 
ico in 1864, and he and his beau­ 
tiful Empress Carlotta, were re­ 
siding at the Royal Palace in the 
land of the Mkmtezumas. In 1865 
revolution threatened and the re­ 
publican leader, 
Juarez, 
again 
raised the standard 
of 
indepen­ 
dence. 
Spain and England with­ 
drew their forces, and Maximil­ 
ian’s arm y was decreasing rapid­ 
ly. 
Just at this tim e, 1865 a t the 
close of the 
W ar 
Between the 
States, 1500 officers of the Con­ 
federate Army, went 
over into 
Mexico, many of them being un 
der sentence of death and fleeing 
across the Rio Grande for safe 
ty. 
Among the Confederate of­ 
ficers were, A. W. Terrell, Col. M 
W. Sims, and others whose names 
are not available. 
In their grey 
uniform, these gallant Americans 
seemed to Maximilian and Carlot­ 
ta, Emporer and Empress, as cap­ 
able of giving ju st 
the 
needed 
strength and spirit to the arm y of 
Maximilian.

The personal note from Emper­ 
or Maximilian to Col. M. W. Sims 
which is now prized as a beloved 
relic by Mrs. M. W. Sims of this 
city, was written to invite him to 
the Palace of Mexico for a pri­ 
vate conference, the purpose of 
which was to enlist him and his 
fellow officers in the army of Max­ 
imilian. 
The note, was written in
